To the marshal Mr Layman 
de- 


clined to make any statement other 
than he had sent a considerable sum 
of money to the mall order house in 
response to one of their advertise- 
ments and the whole thing had been 
a fake. 
Other than that no informa- 


tion could be gleaned. 


Marshal McAllister, who was also 


here on the Johnston case, states that 
a large number of fraud mail order 
houses are being unearthed and in 
most instances their fraud is so bald 
that it is a wonder they get any vic- 
tims, but they do get thousands. 


Mr. McAllister is a former resi- 


dent of Coshocton having dwelt here 
about 22 years ago. 
His old friends 


remember him best as John McAllis- 
ter. 
His wife at that time taught 


German in the Coshocton schools. He 
is at present located at Marietta and 
is U. S. Marshal foi southern Ohio.
